_dou to Police Magistrate Edwards, and. to a con- 
viction made by him in the case of Rex vs. Wallace Deegan, 
in which the accuséd was charged with the theft of three 
horses of the value of approximately $225.00 and to which 
he pleaded Guilty and was sentenced to two and one-half 
years imprisonment in the Penitentiary at Prince Albert. 

A notice of Appeal from this sentence has been 
ven by Messrs. O'Connor and O’Connor of Calgary, solicitors 
or the prisoner; and quite apart from its unfairness to the 
Magistrate—as no question of law was involved, his function 
being simply to exercise his discretion as to the térm of im- 
prisonment to impose—the publication of this editorial might 
very well be considered as being in contempt of Court, having 
regard to the pending appeal proceedings. 

I trust that it will not be asking too much of vou 
to be more careful in the future and that before vou criticise 
any Court, or Court proceedings, you should make sure that 
there is no appeal pending.
